Teddy's 
father is in the hospital, and his 
mother, who is Ted’s teacher, has 
had to take over her husband's classes in 
the college, so Teddy came over to have me 
hear his lessons this morning. We were 
talking about the invention of printing and 
how before that, books were such priceless 
treasures that Bibles in churches were 
chained to pulpits. Ted’s face lit up—'Oh, 
I know. In Compton’s Colored Encyclo- 
pedia there is a picture of an old monk 
with a huge, enormous Bible in his hands 
with long chains hanging down from it.’ 
Practically every point in the lesson was 
punctuated with Teddy's interesting com- 
ments.

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Recent Books on Photography

has been amazing. It also bids fair to continue, due to the eager acceptance 

by the public of the pictorial means of conveying news and human interest. 
Improved photographic equipment giving opportunities for greater versatility is 
another factor. “Candid” photography has won recognition and invites the amateur 
to innumerable attempts. Publishers, ever eager, have obligingly sponsored a flood 
of books, pamphlets, and periodicals to solve the photographer’s inevitable problems 
of technicality and artistry. 

Beginners clamor for basic books. There are several worthy of note, but only 
those publications issued since January 1934 have been considered for this list. One 
of the most valuable is Elementary Photography, by C. B. Neblette, F. W. Brehm, 
and E. L. Priest (1936. Macmillan, 72c), which follows the progress of a picture 
from the making of a pinhole camera to the completion of a finished picture. It 
is intended primarily as an aid to a technically perfect picture rather than as a help 
to the pictorialist. C. E. Kenneth Mees, a recognized authority of many years 
standing, has successfully presented in his Photography (1937. Macmillan, $3) an 
all-around history and discussion of photographic practices in nontechnical language 
that will safely guide the amateur through many befuddlements. An English book 
Photography To-Day, by D. A. Spencer (1936. Oxford univ., $1.50), includes every 
branch of photography, from choosing equipment and a smattering of optics, through 
cinematography, infra-red, and color photography, and tops it off with a chapter on 
trick photography. It stresses the applications of photography to science and industry. 
In New Ways in Photography, by Jacob Deschin (1936. McGraw-Hill, $2.75), 
photography is treated as a hobby pure and simple. There are chapters on photo- 
murals and photowallpaper, table-top trickery and various other present-day develop- 
ments. The Photographic Handbook, 1936, by Frank Witty and G. P. Kendall 
(1936. Newnes, 3/6) is a splendid collection of short articles by acknowledged 
English authorities on subjects that have a practical bearing on the making of good 
pictures. Photography, 1839-1937 (1937. New York. Museum of Modern Art, $3) 


| RISING tide of enthusiasm for photography during the last few years 
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is a catalog of the exhibition recently held in the Museum. The introduction gives 
a concise history of photography. Among the pictures included are many of the 
best modern “pattern” pictures, some outstanding examples of press photography, 
scientific photography, and moving pictures. The Dictionary of Photography, by 
E. J. Wall (1937. American Photographic Pub. Co., $2.50), now brought up to 
date in the new fourteenth edition, is a valuable and dependable reference book for 
both amateurs and professionals. 

Commercial and press, as well as amateur photographers, are striving for better 
results. The most significant new title in the field of news photography is James 
C. Kinkaid’s Press Photography (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., $3). This 
gives advice and information resulting from actual experience gathered in the 
course of many years as an active news photographer with International News 
Service and in other similar capacities. The technical instruction is exceedingly 
thorough and complete. Universal Photo Almanac and Market Guide (1936. Falk, 
$1) is designed to be an annual source of information in concise form, for amateurs, 
especially those who desire to make their hobby profitable. Another pamphlet 
valuable in this respect is Photo-Markets, sixth edition, by John P. Lyons (1937. 
Lyons, 50c). It is a directory of markets for pictures, arranged geographically and 
also by broad subjects, such as aviation, beverages, nature study, and sports. It 
includes much useful information on how to go about selling pictures. 

Those who aspire to more artistic figure portraiture will welcome Fred Peel’s 
new book, Shadowless Figure Portraiture (1937. Fomo, $2.75), in which he outlines 
some of the principles that have made him an outstanding figure in the world of 
photography today. Translated from the German by R. Fraprie, Portrait Photog- 
raphy, by Franz Fiedler (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., $3), deals with the 
subject of modern portraiture in all its phases. It emphasizes the importance and 
methods of reproducing character and personality. Alfred de Lardi’s ninety-five 
page meaty, compact, and informative Let’s Make a Portrait (1937. Galleon, $1) 


takes the reader at once into the confidence of the author and presents, in simple 


language, reliable methods of taking and processing portraits. 

Great strides have been made in color photography. Natural Color Processes, 
by Carlton E. Dunn (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., $2), presents latest 
information available in book form and gives actual working instructions rather 
than theory. Photographic Filters and How to Use Them, by Count H. C. A. von 
Schoenfeldt (1937. Ver Halen, $1.75), fills a long-felt need for a nontechnical book 
on filters. It includes a detailed description of the various filters obtainable and their 
use in black and white, and color work. 

Many are the mysteries of lighting. The harassed: beginner who has been 
trying without much success to carry out some of the frequently seen plans of 
lighting with two or three lamps, spotlights, and other confusing apparatus, will 
appreciate William Mortensen’s book, Pictorial Lighting (1935. Camera Craft, $2). 
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Most photographers find it necessary to master the technique of enlarging. In 
nineteen chapters Photographic Enlarging, by Franklin I. Jordan (1935. Folmer 
Graflex Corp., $3.50), covers the subject from every point, including equipment, 
paper, the negative, manipulations, combination printing, and art. The appendix 
contains a formulary, helpful hints, and many useful tables. Enlarging and Enlargers 
of Today, by William Alexander (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., $2) 
contains a discussion of essential preliminaries to enlarging, a review of typical 
models of modern apparatus, practical time-saving hints, and much useful, profitable, 
and money-saving information. Every detail in the process is carefully explained 
in the Enlarging Manual by Sigismund Blumann (1936. Photo Art, 50c). Some 
new ideas such as “invisible retouching” and the making of texture screens are 
given, as well as some practical instructions on the making of enlarging equipment. 
Experienced photographers with enlarging problems will enjoy making experiments 
along the lines suggested in William Mortensen’s second edition of Projection 
Control (1934. Camera Craft, $1.75). 

Perhaps the largest factor in the widespread adoption of photography as a hobby 
is the miniature camera which is now available at prices within the range of the 
average pocketbook. With the use of moving picture film, hundreds of miniature 
photographs are obtained at a minimum cost and only the successful ones enlarged. 
The Leica Manual, edited by Willard D. Morgan (1936. Simon & Schuster, $4), 
has recently come out in a new and revised edition. As the standard book on minia- 
ture camera photography, it will be valuable to all amateur photographers, no matter 
what size or type of camera they may happen to use. Twenty-two specialists have 
contributed and it covers every angle from the most elementary instruction for 
beginners to descriptions of the latest exploits of miniature photography in science. 
How to Use Your Candid Camera, by Ivan Dmitri (1936. Studio, 10/6), consists 
primarily of fifty-six full-page plates, with reproductions of prints from small 
original negatives, and details as to lens used, exposure and weather conditions. 
Correct Exposure with the Miniature Camera, by William Alexander (1936. Fomo, 
$1), is a very complete explanation of what constitutes correct exposure and its 
importance with miniature camera negatives. My First Ten Years with the Leica, 
by Dr. Paul Wolff (1935. Westermann, $5), is a history of ten years of adventures 
with a Leica camera in every part of the world. The text, with reference to two 
hundred full-page illustrations, is divided into nine pictorial groups. 

A clear and simple discussion of the methods of controlling all the variables 
in contact and projection printing will be found in Perfect Print Control, by 
Lawrence Dutton (1937. Fomo, $2.50). It also gives much tabular and factual infor- 
mation on negative densities, paper, emulsion, speeds, and illumination control that 
has hitherto never been released from the research laboratories. 

Camera Lenses, by Arthur Lockett (1935. Pitman, 2/6), discusses the choosing 
of lenses for special purposes, using them to the best advantage, and keeping them 
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in good condition. Perspective As You Please, by Alfred Grabner (1937. Leitz, 60c), 
a twenty-four page pamphlet, explains the use of lenses of varying focal lengths to 
obtain different effects of perspective. 

Infra-Red Photography, by S. O. Rawling (1935. American Photographic Pub. 
Co., $1.50), covers photography through haze, long distance, and aerial photography, 
chemical record work, detection of forgery, deciphering of defaced documents, 
photomicrography, and spectroscopy. Testing fabrics and photographing in darkness 
are two of the many possible applications outlined in Orthma Helwich’s Practical 
Infra-Red Photography (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., $2). 

Another recently improved technique is telephotography, which makes use of a 
special lens having the power to give large direct pictures of distant objects. The 
most satisfactory book on this subject published to date is Telephotography, by C. 
F. Lan-Davis (1935. Pitman, $1.25). 

Many photographers like to use some of their choice pictures on Christmas 
cards. The booklet Photographic Greetings, by Sigismund Blumann (1936. Photo 
Art, 50c), gives workable suggestions for making photographic greeting cards for 
birthdays, anniversaries, bon voyages, Easter, Christmas, and other occasions. 

Several useful yearbooks have recently been published. Each has its own 
personality, although they all consist primarily of collections of excellent examples 
of photographic achievements during the preceding year. In Das Deutsche Lichtbild 
1937 (1937. American Photographic Pub. Co., $5), the mechanical reproduction is 
the most perfect achieved to date. Combined with fine paper, modernistic make-up 
and layout, this international collection published in Germany ranks among the best. 
U. S. Camera, 1936 -(1936. Morrow. Spiral binding, $2.90; non-spiral, $4) in its 
first edition made the photographic world take notice. It presents fine examples of 
the work of many of the leading American professional and commercial photog- 
raphers. Photography Year Book, 1936-7 (1936. American Photographic Pub. Co., 
$8), an English annual, contains over 1,500 photographs which could be or have 
been used for illustrative purposes. It is conveniently arranged by subjects, such as 
animals, hands, nudes, fashions, and portraiture. Photograms of the Year, 1937 
(1937. American Photographic Pub. Co., $3.50) is the oldest and most famous. 
Because of its traditions of dignity and conservatism, it still maintains first place as 
a guide to the year’s progress in real photographic art. 

A complete list of yearbooks may be found in the pamphlet Books on Photog- 
raphy and Allied Subjects, which will be sent gratis by the American Photographic 
Publishing Company upon request. It also lists other books kept in stock by the 
Company, gives brief reviews, has an author, title, and subject index, and should 
be consulted by those who buy books on photography. “Brighter Photographs” 
(1937. Iliffe, $1.25) by David Charles, has a good section on developing. Marcel 
Natkin in “Photography and the Art of Seeing” (1935. Fountain, $3.50) urges the 
use of simple everyday subjects. In “The Model” (1937. Camera Craft, $3.) William 
Mortensen discusses various details of posing.
